renovation of the station into the Agawam Historical 
and Fire House Museum, which included an addition 
to the rear of the building and the installation of a 
chairlift, making the building fully accessible to the 
handicapped.

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Fire Wise... 

Smoke is a killer - 
stay low and go! 

by Fire Chief David Pisano 

Most people have a natural fear of fires and burns, 
but feel relatively safe in smoke. The Agawam Fire 
Department warns that smoke is the real killer in a 
fire. About eight in every 10 fire deaths are due to 
breathing poisonous smoke and gases. Some victims 
never even see the flames. 

Since smoke is lighter than air, it rises. In a build¬ 
ing, it will go to the ceiling first and then bank down. It 
will wind up stairs and down hallways. 

To prevent smoke inhalation, get low and go. Crawl 
to the nearest exit as quickly as possible. Once out, 
stay out. 

Although you can’t see it, smoke is filled with toxic 
gases. Plastics, in particular, give off a highly poison¬ 
ous gas when burned. Since most homes have a 
large amount of plastic furnishings, and most offices 
use many furnishings and machines made of plastic, 
these fires can be deadly. 

In addition, smoke contains carbon monoxide - a 
tasteless, odorless gas that causes confusion, 
reduced mental capacity, and eventually death. It is 
important to stay low to avoid breathing a large 
amount of these poisons. 

It is also important to install and maintain smoke 
detectors to provide an early warning to fire and 
smoke. Exposure to smoke for even a few seconds or 
minutes can be fatal. 

Smoke detectors give you the extra edge you need 
to escape safely. Every family should have a home 
fire escape plan which includes the use of smoke 
detectors and a knowledge of stay low and go. Even 
young children can be taught to respond properly. 

No matter where a fire is ... in a home ... a shop¬ 
ping center ... a hotel ... an office ... a church ... or 
wherever, the response is the same: get down on 
your hands and knees below the smoke and crawl to 
safety.

Robert McKean, Director of the Massachusetts 
Veterans’ Memorial Cemetery (1390 Main Street, 
Agawam), is pleased to announce that the Medal of 
Honor of John Spear MacKenzie is now on display in 
the visitors’ center at the cemetery. McKean, 
Congressman Richard E. Neal, and MacKenzie’s 
daughter, Mrs. Jessie Fuller of Agawam, officially 
unveiled the Medal of Honor in a ceremony at the 
cemetery on Wednesday morning, May 29th. 

The Medal of Honor is the highest decoration for 
valor in action against an enemy force and is pre¬ 
sented by the President of the United States in the 
name of Congress. MacKenzie was a chief 
boatswain's mate on the U.S.S. Remlik during World 
War I. 

BMC MacKenzie’s citation reads: “For extraordi¬ 
nary heroism while serving on board the U.S.S. 
Remlik, on the morning of 17 December 1917, when 
the Remlik encountered a heavy gale. During this 
gale, there was a heavy sea running. 

The depth chargebox on the taffrail aft, containing 
a Sperry depth charge, was washed overboard, the 
depth charge itself falling inboard and remaining on 
deck. 

MacKenzie, on his own initiative, went aft and sat 
down on the depth charge, as it was impracticable to 
carry it to safety until the ship was headed up into the 
sea. In acting as he did, MacKenzie exposed his life 
and prevented a serious accident to the ship and 
probable loss of the ship and entire crew." 

The Massachusetts Veterans’ Memorial Cemetery 
has been given permission from the Naval Historical 
Center in Washington, D.C., to have the Medal on 
permanent display. 

Also to be displayed are BMC M acKenzie's certifi¬ 
cate, Italian War Cross, boatswain’s whistle, and cap 
insignia.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE CODE OF THE TOWN OF AGAWAM ARTICLE XIV, ENTITLED PERSONAL WIRELESS SERVICE 

FACILITIES AND TOWERS, CHAPTER 180 SECTION 180-97 
(Agawam Planning Board and Mayor Richard A. Cohen) 



WHEREAS, Article XIV of Chapter 180 of the 
Town Code of Agawam, an ordinance entitled 
Personal Wireless Service Facilities and Towers, 
was enacted by the Town of Agawam in 1998; and 
WHEREAS, since the enactment of Article XIV 
of Chapter 180 of the Town Code of Agawam, sev¬ 
eral situations involving the enforcement of said 
ordinance have been presented to the Agawam 
Planning Board and the Building Department 
which need to be addressed; and 

WHEREAS, the literal enforcement and effect of 
Chapter 180 Section 180-97 (K) of said ordinance 
as enacted may have the effect of prohibiting wire¬ 
less services in violation of the 
Telecommunications Act of 1996; and 

WHEREAS, the Planning Board voted to be the 
petitioners of this proposed zoning ordinance 
amendment in its desire to have the situations 
addressed in the best interests of the Town of 
Agawam; and 

WHEREAS, it is in the best interest of the Town 
of Agawam to amend Article XIV Chapter 180 
Section 180-97 (K) of the Town Code of Agawam 
by deleting the existing 
language and adding the 
revising (K) as set forth 
below; and 

WHEREAS, it is in the 
best interest of the Town of 
Agawam to amend Article 
XSV Chapter 180 Section 


180-97 by adding subsection (O) as set forth 
below; 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED AND 
ENACTED by the Agawam Town Council that 
Article XIV Chapter 180 Section 180-97 of the Code 
of the Town of Agawam is amended to read as fol¬ 
lows: 

Section 180-97 H. is hereby deleted in its entire¬ 
ty and the following language is hereby inserted: 

H. The tower and communication equipment 
shelter(s) shall be completely fenced for security 
within a gated area no greater than 10,000 square 
feet, with fence height limited to six feet. Use of 
razor wire is not permitted.; 

Section 180-97 K. is hereby deleted in its entire¬ 
ty and the following language is hereby inserted: 

K. In order to ensure public safety, the mini¬ 
mum distance from the base of a telecommunica¬ 
tions tower to (i) any property line and/or street, 
and (ii) all buildings on the subject property occu¬ 
pied on a regular basis, shall be a minimum of (a) 
260 feet; or (b) one and one-half (1-1/2) times the 
height of the facility/mount, including any anten¬ 


nas or appurtenances, whichever is greater. Such 
minimum distance to all publicly owned parks and 
playgrounds shall be at least 375 feet. As used 
therein, “publicly owned parks” shall not include 
any golf courses.; and 

Section 180-97 of the Code of the Town of 
Agawam is further amended by adding subsection 
O, to read as follows: 

O. A different existing structure or use on the 
same lot shall not preclude the construction and 
installation of a wireless telecommunications 
facility on such lot. If a tower and its equipment 
buildings are the sole use of the lot, the tower 
shall be deemed to be the principal use, other¬ 
wise, the use shall be considered accessory.

The Eastern States Exposition will be the setting 
for the Militaria & Firearms Collectable Show, June 
1st and 2nd.

Also on dis¬ 
play will be the Mosquito Fleet Exhibit, dedicated -to 
those who served on PT Boats during World War II. 

PT was the U.S. Navy designation for Patrol 
Torpedo Boats. Known as the Mosquito Fleet, they 
were ambush vessels, hunters, and marauders. 
Capable of operating in as little as five feet of water, 
the PT Boats were powered by three 1,500 HP 
Packard marine engines, with three props and three 
rudders, accelerated from eight to 40 knots in about 
11 seconds. 

The average boat had a 21-foot beam and its lam¬ 
inated mahogany hull was held together with glue and 
400,000 screws. In the South Pacific, these boats 
gained quite a reputation by sinking barges and were 
tagged “Barge Busters.” An estimated 16,000 men 
trained at Melville, Rhode Island at the motor torpedo 
boat squadron’s training center. 

Local resident Frank J. Andruss, Sr. has operated 
this exhibit for about five years now and has built quite 
a reputation among former PT veterans and their fam¬ 
ilies. The exhibit is designed to educate the public 
about the role these boats played during WWII and 
many artifacts from this specialized service will be on 
hand, including photos, maps, books, magazines, 
training manuals, and original squadron decals.

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Dealing with warts and bunions... 

This week’s topic is on warts and bunions. Last 
week, we explored calluses and corns and found that 
they can be cared for easily. Although people some¬ 
times confuse corns and plantar warts, they are com¬ 
pletely different. This is because they look almost 
alike and usually are found in the same areas of the 
feet. Sometimes doctors need to scrape a few layers 
of skin off to determine the difference. 

Warts are caused by viruses called human papillo¬ 
ma viruses (HPVs), and are infectious. The virus 
grows inward, causing thickening and damage to the 
skin. Warts are filled with overgrown skin cells and 
live HPV virus particles that penetrate deep into the 
skin. 

There are three main types of warts: plantar, com¬ 
mon, and flat. Flat warts are usually seen in young 
children. These resemble a slight plateau in appear¬ 
ance. Common warts can be seen anywhere on the 
body but mostly affect the hands. They are usually 
seen in groups; are hard, round, or oval in shape, with 
a raised rough, cauliflower-like appearance. Plantar 
warts are found on the bottom of the feet. Plantar is 
actually the medical term for the sole of the foot, thus 
the diagnosis. They usually start on the weight-bear¬ 
ing foot areas like the ball, heel, and bottom of the big 
toe. 

Being a virus, they are usually passed on from sur¬ 
faces at public swimming pools and showers. The 
best resolution is to use a pad or disc-type salicylic 
acid treatment that can be purchased at the pharma¬ 
cy counter. Every couple of days, “sand” down the 
dead skin with a pumice stone or file, and cover again 
with the treatment pad. Corns and common warts 
may take a few weeks to resolve, while plantar warts 
can take up to 12 weeks or longer to get rid of. 
Persistence is the key! 

A bunion is noted by a bump on the inside of the 
big toe joint. It usually begins as the big toe moves 
toward the smaller toes. This puts pressure on the 
joint and pushes it outward. This is usually caused by 
incorrect foot mechanics. 

Women are more frequently affected because of 
tight or pointed-toed shoes. Usually the deformity is 
created or inherited; the bunion is the outcome. Early 
treatment will stop the progression of joint damage. 
Usually this will include proper shot fitting, orthotics, 
and/or padding. This can alleviate the need for sur¬ 
gery, and reduce pain.

“Into every life, 
a little rain must fall” 

They say “that into every life, a little rain must fall.” 
To some degree, most of us are comfortable with that 
notion, as long as the rain doesn’t turn into a down¬ 
pour. 

A little challenge here and there is probably okay, 
but then after that, we will go to great lengths to avoid 
discomfort in our lives. 

Different people have come up with different ways 
to avoid troubles in their lives. Some people simply 
refuse to try anything new, or anything which might 
have what they consider to be too much risk associ¬ 
ated with it. 

The problem with that is that once we set foot out 
of the bed, we’re into a process of taking chances. 
There is no telling how we might get hurt. On the other 
hand, staying ;n bed is not really an option either, or 
we’ll be plagued with bed sores! 

Other people try to convince themselves and oth¬ 
ers that they can manage risk. Risk management 
works just fine, right up to the point when it stops 
working. 

We can drive our cars as carefully as the chauffeur 
in “Driving Miss Daisy," but as long as other drivers 
are on the road, we cannot actually manage risk. We 
can decide to sell a stock if it falls to a certain price, 
only to see it blow by that predetermined level faster 
than we can say “sell." Risk management is iffy at 
best. 

Still other people attempt to minimize trouble in 
their lives by trying to be as exceedingly good as they 
can be. Surely, their thinking goes, God will appreci¬ 
ate their efforts and He will keep trouble at bay. If only 
that would work! 

But it doesn’t. The eleventh chapter of the Book of 
Hebrews is a catalogue of saints who behaved well, 
but suffered trials and tribulations in their lives. 

While some troubles can be avoided, managed, or 
minimized, the fact is that many cannot be. It’s a fact 
of life. This may very well be because we live in a fall¬ 
en world. 

The evolutionists and social Darwinians may try to 
make the claim that over time our world and the peo¬ 
ple who live in it are improving, but the facts don’t sup¬ 
port such a claim. 

On the other hand, the Bible tells us that we know 
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that the whole creation has been groaning as in 
the pains of childbirth right up to the present time. 

Women in the process of giving birth are usually not 
having a good time! 

Troubles can actually turn out to be a blessing to 
us. The decision is ours. In the Bible there is the story 
of a man named Joseph (made famous for his coat of 
many colors) who had been sold into slavery by his 
brothers. Ultimately, Joseph wound up in a position of 
power over his brothers. 

As bad as things had been for Joseph, he was able 
to see his life from God’s perspective. Joseph told his 
brothers, "You intended to harm me, but God 
intended it for good to accomplish what is now 
being done." For our part, no matter what happens, 
we should always keep in mind that the devil always 
wants to make us bitter, but God always wants to 
make us better. 

Knowing that God is on our side, and wants to 
bless us if we will accept it, can make all the differ¬ 
ence in the world to us when troubles arise in our 
lives. The Bible says, in this you greatly rejoice, 
though now for a little while you may have had to 
suffer grief in all kinds of trials. These have come 
so that your faith - of greater worth than gold, 
which perishes even though refined by fire - may 
be proved genuine and may result in praise, glory 
and honor when Jesus Christ is revealed. 

In other words, our troubles can be likened to jog¬ 
ging. Joggers don’t usually look happy when they’re 
jogging, but they are happy with the results of jogging: 
healthy bodies! 

Jesus Christ offered us solid advice on how we can 
best prepare ourselves for trouble in our lives. It 
should not surprise us that His advice did not include 
avoiding, managing, or minimizing risk. Rather, Jesus’ 
advice focused on being prepared for whatever 
comes our way. 

"Therefore, whoever hears these words of Mine 
and puts them into practice is like a wise man who 
built his house on the rock. The rain came down, 
the streams rose, and the winds blew and beat 
against that house; yet it did not fall, because it 
had its foundation on the rock. But everyone who 
hears these words of Mine and does not put them 
into practice is like a foolish man who built his 
house on sand. The rain came down, the streams 
rose, and the winds blew and beat against that 
house, and it fell with a great crash." 

In the Book of James we read, consider it pure 
joy, my brothers and sisters, whenever you face 
trials of many kinds, because you know that the 
testing of your faith develops perseverance. 
Perseverance must finish its work so that you 
may be mature and complete, not lacking any¬ 
thing. Blessed are those people who persevere 
under trial, because when they have stood the 
test, they will receive the crown of life that God 
has promised to those who love Him.

jl pray] that you, being rooted and grounded in love, may be able to comprehend... the love of 
Christ —Ephesians 3:17-19 

A friend told me about a neighbor who years ago spent most of his spare time planting 
trees. The man seldom watered the young trees because he thought that too much watering 
spoiled them. (He came from the "no pain, no gain" school of plant care.) Pampered trees, he 
said, made for shallow roots, and deep roots were something to be treasured. 

My friend told me that he often walks by the old place and looks at the trees his neighbor 
planted 25 years earlier. They’re rugged, strong, and durable now. Tall and tough. Adversity and 
deprivation seem to have benefited them in ways that being sheltered and pampered couldn't. 

All of this makes me think about the way 1 pray for others. I'm inclined to pray that God 
will spare my family and friends from hardship, but lately I've changed my praying. 1 don't ask 
for an easy life for them, for that may not come in this world. Instead, I try to echo the prayer of 
the apostle Paul for the believers in Ephesus (3:14-19). 1 ask that their roots will go down deep 
into the love of God—experiencing a close relationship with Him—so they'll grow up sturdy and 
strong. Then when the winds of adversity blow, they won't be swept away but will stand tall as a 
testimony of faith. —DHR

Lack of Warning Devices at 
Raised Manhole Casting 

This case concerned an automobile accident that 
took place in the early Fall, when a vehicle operated 
by the plaintiff hit a raised manhole casting. The acci¬ 
dent occurred at night after the plaintiff made a violent 
stop when the undercarriage of her vehicle struck the 
casting. 

At the time of the accident, the co-defendant, a 
land developer and its subcontractor, were making 
paving preparations to the road where the accident 
happened. Part of these preparations included exca¬ 
vating manhole castings. The plaintiff claimed that the 
defendants were responsible for ensuring that warn¬ 
ing devices were placed on and about the manhole 
casting that she hit. 

The defendants had placed a warning barrel on the 
manhole cover prior to the accident, but the plaintiff 
alleged that it was missing at the time of the accident. 
The defendants maintained that it was properly posi¬ 
tioned on the manhole at all times. 

The defendants further argued that the plaintiff 
knew the position of the manhole casting because it 
was located on her street, near her house, and she 
drove past it every day. The defendants asserted that 
not only did the plaintiff fail to watch where she was 
driving, but that her minivan did not have proper road 
clearance. 

As a result of the accident, the plaintiff experienced 
an exacerbation of thoracic outlet syndrome and bilat¬ 
eral myfascial pain dysfunction syndrome. 

The case was settled for $180,000.00.

Depression can come on suddenly; a lost job, your 
partner leaves, a friend or loved one dies, your doctor 
has given you bad news. You’re upset and you know 
why. You believe you’ll feel better soon and you try to 
keep going. But you start to buckle under: it all 
becomes too much. 

Maybe you can’t sleep well or you wake up too 
early and can’t get back to sleep.

You feel you 
can conquer the world and start making plans to do 
just that. You start making bad decisions and abrupt 
changes in plans, yet you feel unstoppable.

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or activity that requires physical function. This fear- 
avoidance behavior can increase the risk of further 
injury, leading to more fear-avoidance. 

Some physical effects of immobility (lack of motion) 
on joints are: formation of scar tissue and adhesions; 
weakening of muscles and ligaments from disuse; 
decreased fluid flowing which results in decreased 
nutrition to the disc and cartilage; increased friction in 
ligaments and tendons; loss of free gliding movement; 
stiffer joints; loss of shock absorption; cell loss; 
increased degeneration of joints;. 

Effects of motion on joints: stretching of tight tis¬ 
sues; increased range of motion; breakdown adhe¬ 
sions without damaging healthy tissues; stimulation of 
wound-healing; increases cell growth and metabo¬ 
lism; removes inflammation and swelling; removes 
waste products from joints; increase fluid flows and 
cartilage/disc nutrition; reduces the pain-spasm cycle;

Myopia 

Nearsightedness, or Myopia, is an eye condition 
experienced by approximately 20 percent of the pop¬ 
ulation. Difficulty reading street signs, watching TV, or 
recognizing faces from a distance are some exam¬ 
ples of what myopic people have to deal with. 

Eyestrain, headaches, and squinting may accom¬ 
pany these symptoms when driving or playing sports 
for long periods of time. 

Myopia occurs when the eyebal is slightly longer 
than usual from the front to the back. The light rays 
(images) will focus in front of the retina instead of 
directly on it, which is optimal. Myopia is hereditary 
and usually surfaces during childhood affecting men 
and women equally. 

A concave lens (thinner in the middle, thicker on 
edge) is used to correct Myopia. These lenses are 
measured in minus (-) power. The stronger the lens, 
the more edge thickness and the higher the negative 
number. The corrective lens prescribed (eyeglasses 
or contacts) will refract the images to land on the reti¬ 
na, correcting your eyesight. 


Fear-Avoidance 

Once a patient suffers with back pain, they don’t 
want to ever experience the disabling pain again. A 
fear-avoidance behavior develops. A patient fears 
experiencing the pain, so they avoid any movement or 
activity. 

This behavior leads to inactivity, which causes 
immobilization of the joints and disuse. This may 
result in the tissue being impaired, reduced strength, 
reduce range of motion, stiffness, and weakness. As 
a result, there are reduced motor skills, the body is not 
able to function normally. Inactivity reduces proprio¬ 
ception, the information from the brain to the nerves to 
the muscles is not being passed along at 100 percent. 

Balance and stability is decreased with immobiliza¬ 
tion. This can cause further injury, especially in a job 


with healthier “slow" carbs: 

* Replace instant rice with long-grain brown rice. 

* Replace white bread with 100-percent stone- 
ground whole wheat. 

* Replace instant oatmeal with old-fashioned oat¬ 
meal. 

* Replace white potatoes with sweet potatoes. 

* Replace vanilla wafers with banana bread.

Are you living through your child? 

You know, it is so hard as a parent not to live 
through your child. It is so hard not to encourage your 
child to be all that you wish him to be. It is so hard not 
to be upset when you see your child making the same 
mistakes that you made as a child. It is so difficult to 
see your weaknesses in your child. Or perhaps it is so 
difficult for you to recognize the fact that your child 
does not have your weaknesses or perhaps does not 
have your strengths. 

But whoa ... I mean, settle down ... your child is 
your child, but alas, your child is a unique human 
being. Although he may resemble you physically, he 
does not totally resemble you. I still do a slow burn 
when I see a dad yelling and screaming as he watch¬ 
es his child at a sporting event. I am sure the kid is 
cringing. He gets up to bat. He whiffs. The dad yells 
at him, telling him not to kill the ball, to address the 
ball, to swing straight through. Clearly, he is agitated. 

The boy swings and whiffs again. The father 
stamps his foot in disgust. Now the boy has two 
strikes. There are three men on base. Will the son be 
the hero or the goat? The pitch comes in. The son 
watches the ball, but he seems unable to really swing. 
He looks at the ball as it whizzes by and the ump calls 
the third strike. Dejectedly, the young man flings the 
bat behind him, and with head hanging low, walks 
back to the dugout. Dad emits some expletives and 
clearly is an unhappy parent. It seems in his day, he 
was a leading hitter for his high school team. Why 
can’t Jimmy excel as he did? 

Did Dad every stop and think that perhaps Jimmy 
does not really want to play ball, perhaps he is only 
doing it to please Dad? Actually, he would rather par¬ 
ticipate in another sport or perhaps join an after¬ 
school club, but he does not want to let his dad down. 
But here’s the rub ... the more he wants to please 
Dad, the more he messes up. He just can’t take the 
pressure. If only Dad would back down. Maybe if Dad 
would not come to the game, Jim would find that he is 
able to hit better and may, in fact, begin to really enjoy 
playing ball. With enjoyment may, in fact, come 
increased prowess. 

This scenario could be repeated with other activi¬ 
ties, hobbies, schoolwork, etc. It is so important for 
parents to realize that each child is unique with his 
own capabilities and it is these capabilities that make 
each child special. Instead of pushing your child to do 
something, take time to really listen to what your child 
wants to do. After all, it is your child’s life and you 
should not try to be living it for him or try having him 
live it for you. Revel in your child’s strengths, rejoice 
in them, encourage them, and they will become even 
stronger. Recognize your child’s weaknesses. Help 
him to cope with them and to understand that it is 
okay to have weaknesses. After all, no one is perfect. 

I remember talking to a quilter who told me that 
each time she makes a quilt, she has to include a 
flaw. I looked at her and said, “But why? Don’t you 
want the quilt to be perfect, to be the best that you can 
possibly create?” She looked at me, shook her head, 
and said, "No, I want the quilt to have a flaw to show 
the world that it was made by a human being and 
humans are not perfect. Only a supreme being has 
perfection." What a wise lady. If only we could all live 
by her words and realize it’s okay not to excel in 
everything. If only we could stop and realize that each 
person does excel in his own way. If only we could 
realize that we cannot and should not live through our 
children. How much better our children would feel 
about themselves and how much better we would 
feel. So, parents, do look outside of yourselves and 
realize how uniquely beautiful your children are and 
how much they have to offer. It may not be what you 
have to offer, and that’s okay. Remember, it’s what 
they have to offer that you should recognize and 
encourage.

Language development 

(Continued from last week) 

The chart below presents typical language devel¬ 
opment. There is a wide range of normal develop¬ 
ment. Most children will not follow the chart to the let¬ 
ter. It is presented so you will know what to expect for 
your child. If your child seems significantly behind in 
language development, you should talk with your 
child’s physician regarding your questions and con¬ 
cerns. 

60 Months: Can use many descriptive words 
spontaneously, both adjectives and adverbs; knows 
common opposites - big, little, hard, soft, heavy, light, 
etc.; has number concepts of 4 or more; can count to 
10 ; speech should be completely intelligible, in spite 
of articulation problems; should have all vowels and 
the consonants - m, p, b, h, w, d, n, ng, y (yellow); 
should be able to repeat sentences as long as nine 
words; should be able to define common objects in 
terms of use (hat, shoe, chair); should be able to fol¬ 
low three commands given without interruptions; 
should know his age; should have simple time con¬ 
cepts: morning, afternoon, night, day, later, after, 
while, tomorrow, yesterday, today; should be using 
fairly long sentences and should use some compound 
and some complex sentences; speech on the whole 
should be grammatically correct. 

6 Years: In addition to the above consonants, 
these should be mastered: f, v, sh, zh, th, I; should 
have concepts of 7; speech should be completely 
intelligible and socially useful; should be able to tell 
one a rather connected story about a picture, seeing 
relationships between objects and happenings. 

7 Years: Should have mastered the consonants s- 
z, r, voiceless th, ch, wh, and the soft g as in George; 
should handle opposite analogies easily: girl-boy, 
man-woman, flies-swims, blunt-sharp, short-long, 
sweet-sour, etc; understands such terms as alike, dif¬ 
ferent, beginning, end, etc.; should be able to tell time 
to quarter hour; should be able to do simple reading 
and to write or print many words. 

8 Years: Can relate rather involved accounts of 
events, many of which occurred at some time in the 
past; complex and compound sentences should be 
used easily; should be few lapses in grammatical con- 
strictions-tense, pronouns, plurals; all speech sounds, 
including consonant blends should be established; 
should be reading with considerable ease and now 
writing simple compositions; social amenities should 
be present in his speech in appropriate situations; 
control of rate, pitch, and volume are generally well 
and appropriately established; can carry on conver¬ 
sation at rather adult level; follows fairly complex 
directions with little repetition; has well developed 
time and number concepts.

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Boys’volleyball... 

Brownies win 
12th straight in 
easy quarter-final 
win over Comp

One of the top teams in Western Mass, this spring 
season has been the Agawam High boys’ volleyball 
team. The Brownies were the top seed going into the 
Tournament, and they demonstrated their mettle on 
Tuesday evening (May 28th) at Kibbe Gym with a 
most decisive quater-final victory over eighth-seeded 
Chicopee Comp, 15-6, 15-4, 15-5. 

“My kids were angry. I told them to just go out and 
get rid of those guys,” remarked AHS Coach Pat 
Demers after her team’s win. 

It seems someone from Comp went on “Mass Live" 
before the game and dissed some of the Brownie 
players. Add to that a lot of Colt trash-talking during 
the game (which saw red cards come out), and you 
had a recipe for disaster. Consequently, Comp - a 
first-year program in this particular sport - proceeded 
to get buried by the Brownies. 

Agawam, which went to 18-1, is on a 12-match win¬ 
ning streak. At presstime, they will meet Minnechaug 
on Thursday, May 30th. (The Falcons, seeded fourth, 
were a five-set winner over fifth-seeded Ware.) 


For the Brownies’ quarter-final contest, Demers 
started Chad Farrington, Chris Holl, and Mike Kelly 
(15 blocks, 13 kills) up front, with William Cochran (37 
assists), Ian Hamlett, and Evan Machos (seven kills) 
backing them up. 

Things started out well and only got better for the 
Brownies. With Farrington serving and big blocks by 
Kelly and Cochran, a Kelly kill, and an ace, Agawam 
pulled out to a 7-0 lead. 

Two more points off of Matt O’Neill’s serve saw 
them go up, 9-2. After several side outs, Holl stepped 
to the back line with his club up, 9-4, and served up 
three points on some good setting by Jamie 
DelPeschio and Farrington, plus big blocks by Kelly 
and Cochran. 

Down 12-4, Comp managed two more points, but it 
was obvious the Colts were in trouble. 

Cochran served up a deuce on two Comp net balls. 
After a defensive spike by Machos, DelPeschio 
served out the first set. 

The same six who started set one were out for set 
two. Comp had the honors and managed two points 
before going side out on a wide serve. 

A Kelly kill on Farrington’s serve got Agawam a 
point. Comp was ineffective on its serve. O’Neill then 
served Agawam out to a 6-2 lead. The Colts then 
began their trash-talking. The yellow and red cards 
came out. But Comp only had eight kids on its roster, 
so the refs really couldn’t kick anyone out (although 
they should have) because if they booted too many 
out, there was a danger the visitors would have to for¬ 
feit for lack of enough players. 

It really didn’t make all that much difference, any¬ 
way. Agawam went up 9-2 on a Comp rafter ball and 
another nice block by Kelly. 

The Brownies, hitting big, outscored Comp, 6-2, 
down the stretch for the 15-4, second-set victory. With 
Kelly, Holl, and Farrington up front, and Machos, 
Hamlett, and Cochran behind them, set three began 
for the Brownies. 

Machos served them out to a 3-0 lead. Holl got one 
on his serve, as did O’Neill after a big defensive spike 
by the 67” Kelly. It was 6-2, Agawam. And the Colts 
began to circle the wagons. 

Agawam continued to confuse Comp as the third

set wore down. DelPeschio had a big kill. Cochran 
made a beautiful fake off a set for a point. More big 
offensive blocks by Kelly and Cochran saw the 
Brownies with a 10-3 lead. O'Neill then served for 
three, helped by a Comp net ball, an ace, and a 
Cochran dink. 

The 15-5, final-set win for the Brownies sent the 
Colts home with a season-ending record of 10-9.

For the spring 2001 campaign, the Agawam High 
boys’ volleyball team finished up at 20-3 (18-2 during 
the regular season) before losing to Ludlow in the 


Tournament finals. Despite losing some big-name All- 
Western. Mass stars - Mike Thomas, Brian Forsman, 
and Joe Maynard (second team) - to graduation, most 
of the members of the 2002 team feel they are even 
better this season. 

It’s an across-the-board deal, according to Coach 
Demers: “We have the defense, the setters, and the 
hitters. All of them are very consistent.” 

Among the defensive specialists are Chris Holl and 
Matt O’Neill. Both dig for the ball in a big way and

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Track teams at WMass. ... 


Brownie girls finish fifth and will send 
four to the States; boys finish eighth 


At the Western Mass. Division I Track & Field 
Championships this past Saturday (May 25th) at 
Holyoke High School’s new athletic complex, the 
Agawam High girls finished fifth and the boys placed 
eighth in the team standings, while four Brownie girls 
qualified for this Saturday’s (June 1st) State Track & 
Field Championships at Worcester State College. 

Girls’ Coach Dan Pryce knew going in that his girls 
were a longshot to challenge Amherst Regional (now 
the two-time defending champs) for the team title. 
Pryce had plenty of quality - but not nearly enough 
depth - to make a run at the title, yet he was hoping 
for better than fifth (the girls placed fifth a year ago). 

The Brownies did boast two Western Mass, 
champs. Junior Andrea Babbin, the top seed, had lit¬ 
tle difficulty with the field by matching her school- 
record best vault of 10 feet. Babbin also has a gen¬ 
uine shot at qualifying for the New England Track & 
Field Meet if she can finish in the top six at Saturday’s 
States. 

Babbin added a sixth place in the 100-meter dash 
(13.1) and was part of the 4 x 100 meter relay team 
that finished tied for fifth. Babbin was a returning First 
Team All-Western Mass, pole vaulterfor the Brownies, 
and went undefeated in that event this season (she 
was second a year ago at WMass). 

Junior Kaitlin Sardella - seeded second in the 800 
meters and Second Team All WMass. in 2001 after 
finishing second in this event at last year’s champi¬ 
onships - won one of the day’s most thrilling races in 
2:23.1 (her personal best). Sardella, the second seed, 
was able to hold off her top-seeded Westfield oppo¬ 
nent down the stretch to win the race by one-tenth of 
a second (2:23.2). She goes into this Saturday’s State 
Meet seeded in the middle of the pack, and is closing 
in on the long-time school record of 2:21. 

Sardella anchored the school’s 4 x 800 meter relay 
team, which finished sixth. 

The Brownies received two second-place finishes: 
senior Kelly Cassidy in the 100-meter hurdles, and 
surprising sophomore Katie Malloy in the high jump. 

Cassidy, the top seed, ran a 15.8 and missed first 
by one-tenth of a second in a great race down the 
stretch. She is looking to improve on her school 
record and 2002 Western Mass, best time of 15.5 at 
the Saturday’s State Meet. The Brownie captain 
missed last year’s WMass. meet, as she was recov¬ 
ering from an ACL injury after being named First Team 
All-Western Mass, in 2000 for her second-place finish 
in the 100 hurdles. 

Malloy, a sophomore, thrilled her Brownie team¬ 


mates and coaches when she cleared the bar at 4.10 
feet to gain eight team points for the Brownies. Malloy 
just missed clearing five feet on her third and final 
attempt. She clipped the bar with her back foot and 
settled for second place in Division I. 

The team’s leading scorer, junior Danielle Cirillo, 
placed fourth in the 300-meter hurdles (49.1), sixth in 
the triple jump (33.11.5 feet), and anchored the fifth- 
place 4 x 100 meter relay team. Cirillo is the most ver¬ 
satile performer on the team, but she ran into some 
bad luck last Saturday when the triple jump and 300- 
meter hurdles collided, forcing her to run from one 
event to the other with little time to focus on the issue 
at hand. 

Junior Angela Buendo grabbed a fifth in the 200- 
meter dash (27.8) and ran the second leg on the 4 x 
100 meter relay team to garner team points for the 
Brownies. The only other Brownie to score individual 
points was junior Heather Cox in the pole vault (fifth 
place/8.0 feet). Cox will give the Brownies a strong 
one/two punch in this event with Babbin next year. 

Junior Becky Carey ran a strong third leg for the 
Brownies on the 4 x 100 meter relay team, and soph¬ 
omore Meghan Kelly, freshman Katherine Andrews, 
and junior Jodi Pfau comprised the rest of the 4 x 800 
meter relay team that placed sixth. Kelly ran a partic¬ 
ularly courageous first leg of the 4 x 800 after coming 
off a leg on the 4 x 400 meter relay team not long 
before. 

★ * * 

The Brownie boys, in placing eighth with 28 points, 
continue to improve on the boys’ track scene. 
Although there were no state qualifiers after WMass., 
the Brownies, nonetheless, had several strong per¬ 
formances. 

The team’s leading scorer, junior John Slachetka, 
placed third in the 200-meter dash at 23.1, and junior 
Ryan McGurn was third in the 300-meter hurdles at 
41.8. Both of these guys were multiple winners at 
many of this season’s dual meets and will be heard 
from again in 2003. Slachetka was also a member of 
the 4 x 400 meter relay team that finished fourth at 
3:37. 

Senior strongman Matt Picard placed third in the 
discus with a throw of 132.2 feet, and he followed that 
with a sixth in the shot put with a heave of 45.1 feet. 
Picard has been a huge presence in the weights for 
the track program over the years, and he will be 
missed for both indoor and outdoor track next year. 

Sophomore miler Peter Midura ran a 4:42 in his

AHS Athletic Dept, 
adds defibrilator 
to equipment list

Agawam High School has a new piece of equip¬ 
ment designed to enhance the quality of life - a defib¬ 
rilator. It’s a machine which shocks a still heart back 
to life. 

Why such a machine? According to athletic trainer 
Dave Stratton, there are several reasons. “Well, it’s 
not unknown that a ball in the chest can stop some¬ 
one’s heart. This machine can bring it back. And if a 
person in the stands suffers cardiac arrest, it will do 
the same thing.” 

Stratton is trained in CPR and knows how to use 
the machine, but admits that he hopes he never has 
to. 

It comes in a yellow case that’s about the size of a 
typewriter. Stratton will have it at all indoor and out¬ 
door home games. 

The price tag - $3,000. Athletic Director Lou Conte 
noted that a lot of schools have them now, and it was 
money well spent. 

“We’d rather have one and never need it, than not 
have one and wish we did,” Conte said.

This exercise is very useful for anyone who lacks 
direction in the backswing, or is simply struggling with 
driving. It involves two key ideas, which together can 
have a great influence on the quality of your driving. 

1) As you make your backswing, try to turn your 
back on the target. This will encourage you to make a 
full turn of your shoulders; will promote a much better 
weight transfer onto your right side; and will also help 
you set the club on the correct line at the top of your 
backswing. 

2) When you reach the top of your backswing, try 
to point the club at the target. This idea is particularly 
beneficial for golfers who slice the majority of their 
drives. This is because these players tend to point the 
club to the left of the target, which results in an out- 
side-the-line downswing, causing them to cut across 
the ball through impact and produce a sliced drive.
